S,^_Di § armament Admini s t rat ion; and called upon 
the recipient of the letter to send telegrams or letters to each of i\jy.h : 
the three men calling for the establishment of a policy to achieve 
peaceful coexistence with the Soviet Union, the formulation of new 
proposals to bring about comprehensive and total disarmament, with 
inspection, and the conducting of negotiations to bring about the 
settlement of the remaining issues aimed at agreement on a permanent 
ban on all nuclear explosions.
